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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 4/1 8/2008 lias been entered. Claims 3, 21 , 24, 33, 39, 40, 
42 have been cancelled. Claims 1-2, 4-20, 22-23, 25-32, 34-38, 41, 43 are pending in 
this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-20, 22-23, 25-32, 34-38, 41 , 43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Ahn (US 
2003/016393) and Qureshi (US Pat. 4,344,176) fail to disclose wherein the timing error 
detector is adapted to detect an amount of timing error based upon an average of the 
values for first and second symbol samples minus a value of an intersymbol sample 
between the first and second symbol samples.
